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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach an apparatus or method for driving a semiconductor 
device comprising at least one pixel including first, second, third and four transistors, a power 
line, a signal line, and a scanning line, wherein gate electrodes of the third and fourth transistors 
are connected to the scanning line, one of source and drain regions of the third transistor is 
connected to the signal line and the other is connected to a gate electrode of said first transistor, 
one of source and drain regions of the fourth transistor is connected to the signal line and the 
other is connected to a drain region of the first transistor, a source region of said first transistor is 
connected to said power line, and wherein one of source and drain regions of said second 
transistor is connected to the drain region of said first transistor as defined in claims 29, 34, 39, 
44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 49, 50, 51, 54, and 59. Therefore, claims 29-66 are presently allowed.
